HOSTILE FLEET 
TO MAKE ATTACK 


~ Grand Naval Maneuvers Planned 


Of North Atlantic Coast 


oe 


A Supposedly Hostile Fleet Will 
Attempt To Make an Attack at 
Some Point on the Coast. 
Army Will Take 
Part. 


Washington, July 9.—Beyond a general 
{dea of the character of the army and 
maval manuvers which will take place 
on the Atlantic coast this summer, noth- 
ing bearing official authentication is ob- 
tainable in either the navy or war de- 
partments. However, from a high offi- 
cial source a general sketch of the ex- 
ercises has been obtained. There are to 
be two distinct sets of maneuvers. The 
first will be purely naval and will con- 
@ume the greater part of the month of 
August, probably the first three weeks. 
Two, or perhaps three, of the vessels be- 
longing to the North Atlantic station will 
rpresent an enemy's fleet and will at- 
tempt to elude a defensive squadron, com- 
manded by Rear Admiral Higginson, and 
actomplish a l@&nding at some point on

fore they reach the coast. 
participating in the maneuvers will in- 
clude the battle ships Kearsarge Ala- 
bama, Massachusetts and Olympia, com- 
prising the North Atlantic squadron, as 
well as the Montgomery, Scorpion, Mar- 
ble-head, Hist and such other vessels as 
can be spared at the time. At these 
naval maneuvers the officials also hope 
to experiment with wireless telegraphy, 
and there also will, it is said, be experi- 
ments in coaling ships, transporting sup- 
plies and other comparatively minor feat- 
ures of naval warfare 


Naval Attack Contemplated. 

The second and more important set of 

gummer maneuvers will consist of a na- 
val attack upon a point on the North At- 
lantic coast by a supposedly hostile fleet, 
which is to be met by a joint defense by 
the army and militia, assisted by a small 
number of naval vessels detached for the 
purpose from the North Atlantic squad- 
ron. 
Active preparations are in progress by 
the army for its part in the coming ma- 
neuvers. The defense will be under the 
general direction of the commanding of- 
ficer of the department of the east, 
though the actual work devolves on the 
coast artiilery, whose officers, in the dis- 
tricts which are to be attacked, will be in 
active command. 

I* has been determined that the attack 
wil’ be made between New Bedford, 
Mass., on the east, and the eastern de- 
fenses of Long Island sound. This will 
include the artillery district of Narra- 
garsett, commanded by Colonel Henry C. 
Hasbrouck, and the district of New Lon- 
don, commanded by Lieutenant Colonel 
J. M. K. Davis. . 

The Narragansett district includes Forts 
Adabs, Wetherill and Kreble, Rhode 
Island and Rodman. Mass. The New 
London district is composed of Forts 
Trumbull Conn.; Mansfield, R. I.; H. G. 
Wright, Miche, and Terry, N. Y. The 
New York forts are situated at the en- 
trance of Long Island sound and are lo- 
eated for the purpose of defending all the 
cities of the sound, as well as the opper 
approach of New York city. 

Preparing for the Defense. 

All the engineer officers available have 
been ordered to these districts and are 
directing the preparstion of such portion 
of the defense as would come under their 
charge. Ordnance officers have been di- 
rected to give attention to the inspec- 
tion of guns, and quantities of ammuni- 
tion with blank charges have been sent to 
fhe various forts. Not only will the de- 
fense consist of handling and firing the 
guns, but it also will be a test of the 
appliances, such as range finders, tele- 
graphic facilities, signal operations and 
everything else that is necessary in a per- 
fect seacoast fort. 

Within the radius of the operations the 
army will have no notice of where and 
when the attack wil be made. The army 
must find that out for itself. The signal 
corps will be utilized for this purpose, 
as well as all telegraph and telephone 
stations along the coast. The navy will 
take every precaution to conceal the 
point of attack, and the army will do its 
utmost to find just where the fleet will 
approach the coast, and also at what 
time. 

Owing to the secrecy to be maintained 
By the navy the troops in the different 
forts will be kept in a state of readiness 
elther for a day or night attack. 


HAY HAS SCORED 4£4UR CHINA. 


Secretary Induces Powers To Agree 
To Evacuate Tsien-Tsin. 
Washington, July 9.—Secretary Hay’s 
prompt action upon the appeal of the 
Chinese government through Yuan Shi 
Kai and Minister Wu, relative to the 
evacuation of Tien-Tsin, has met with 
success. The foreign generals, who have 
stood in the way of the evacuation. will 
receive instructions from their home gov- 
ernments and, although one or two minor 
points remain to be adjusted, it is be- 
lieved that Tien-Tsin will soon be turned 

over to the Chinese authorities. 
Secretary Hay addressed himself di- 
rectly to the governments interested 
through the American ambassadors and 
ministers resident at the various Euro- 
ery courts and Tokio. Answers have 
mn received from nearly all of these. 
The latest came today, from France and 
Germany, and quite unexpectedly they 
he all proven to be favorable to the 
nited States contention. The powers

COUNTER PROPOSALS 


FOR UNITED STATES 


Holy See Will Not Be a Party to the 
Removal of the Friars by Force. 
Will Aid in Pacifying the 
Islands. 


Rome, July 9.—The answer of the. vati- 
can to the note of Judge Taft, governor 
of the Philippines, concernirg religious 
affairs in the archipelago, which was 
handed to Cardinal Rampolla, papal sec- 
retary of state, July 3, was delivered to 
Judge Taft at a late hour tonight. As the 
vatican’s reply is in French, it is being 
translated by Bishop O’Gorman, of Sioux 
Falls, 8S. D., and Major Porter, of the 
office of the judge advocate general cf 
the army. It will be telegraphed entire 
to Washington tonight. : 

Since Judge Taft hag been in Rome 
he has sent about 20,000 words by cable to 
the Washington authorities. 

Text of Answer. 
_ The vatican’s answer to Judge Taft 
follows: 

The contract which the vatican pro- 
poses shall be signed by both partles 
comprises twelve articles. 

The first article says the Philippine gov- 
ernment is to buy the lands of the four 
religious orders concerned, the holy see 
acting as intermediary. 

The second article describes what are 
the agricultural lands to be bought. 

The third article says that if some of 
these lands are possessed by corpora- 
tions, the friars will sell their share. 

The fourth article establishes a tri- 
bunal of arbiters to be composed of five 
members, two of whom are to be chosen 
by the vatican, two by the Philippine 
government and the fifth member by the 
other four. In case of disagreement as to 
the fifth member,. he shall be chosen in 
common accord by the pope and Presi- 
dent Roosevelt. 

The fifth article provides that the work 
of the arbiters shall begin’ January 1, 
1903. . 

' The sixth article refers to the title 
deeds; these -will be transferred to the 
Philippine government. 

Article seven sets forth that payment is 
to be made in Mexican dollars in the 
period of time proposed by Judge Taft in 
his note of July 3, interest during the 
period of payment accruing at 4 per cent. 

Article eight deals with the transfer 
of the church of ancient crown Iands, 
with ecclesiastical buildings on them. 

The ninth article proposes amicable ac- 
cord In the matter of existing charitable 
or educationa] trusts which are in dis- 
pute. In event of failing to agree in 
these matters recourse is to be had to 
the arbiters, to whom will also be sub- 
mitted the case of the medical college of 
San Jose. 

The tenth article provides for arbitra- 
tion as to the indemnity the United States 
shall pay for the ecclesiastical buildings 
used during the war in the Philippines. 

w According to the eleventh article the 
expenses of the tribunal of arbitrators 
is to be paid by the Philippine govern- 
ment, 

Refuses To Remove Friars. 

Article 12 declares that the holy see 
in the sphere of action which is in its 
competence, shall use all of its influence 
for pacification of the Philippine islands 
and in favor of their adhesion to the 
established government and that it shall 
prevent all political opposition on the part 
of the clergy, both regular and secu- 
lar. The answer also says the vatican 
cannot accept the proposition for the re- 
call of the friars within the period fixed. 
Such recall not being justified by reasons 
of force majeure, it would be contrary 
to the rights guaranteed by the treaty 
of Paris and would put the holy see in 
conflict with Spain. It asks: 

“If the United States cannot order the 
withdrawal of the friars how can the pope 
do so, especially when it has been prov- 
ed that all the accusations made against 
them were partly false, partly exaggerat- 
ed and partly inexact?” 

However, the vatican promises thar it 
will try to introduce into the Philippines 
clergy of other nationalities, especial? 
Americans, gradually as they are found 
ready or are adapted to the purpose. The 
vatican agrees that the friars shall not 
return to the parishes they left and where 
their presence could provoke trouble. 

The note ends by saying that the pope 
is willing that the school question im the 
Philippines be not insisted upon now, but 
that his holiness hopes that his represen- 
tative in Manila may have an understand- 
ing with Judge Taft on this point, which 
is of capital importance in a country al- 
most exclusively Catholic. 


NEGROES FIGHT KENTUCKY. 


Afro-American Council Objects to 
“Jim Crow” Laws. 

St. Paul, Minn., July 9.—The ngtional 
Afro-American council met in this city 
today. Bishop Alex Walters presided. 
Several reports were read. Tonight there 
was a public meeting at House of Hope 
church, with music and eddresges by T. 
T. Fortune, Bishop H. T. Johnson and 
Professor W. E. DuBois, of Atlanta. 

J. D. Clancy, of Washington, precipi- 
tated a rather lively discussion by pro- 
posing Louisville, Ky., as the place for 
holding the next council. A number of 
the delegates were opposed to the meet- 
ing in a state where “Jim Crow” laws 
were in force, but Bishop Clinton spoke 
warmly in support of the Kentucky city. 
He declared that the negroes would re- 
ceive treatment as fair and courteous in 
Louisville as In any northern city; that 
the obnoxtous laws were not enforced in 
Louisville and that it was time for the 
council to quit do

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SHIPS COLLIDE 
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Priscilla and Fowhattan Meet 
in a Dense Fog, 


‘Stern First, with Hole in Bow and 
Dead Man in Hold, the Priscilla 
Is Towed Into Newport. 
Powhattan Is Not 
Injured. 


Newport, R. 1, Jufy 9.—Stern first, with 
head low in the water, and with a great 
hole in her how, and a dead man in her 
hold, the Fall River line steamer Priscilla 
was dragged to her berth here today by 
the steamer Puritan, of the same line. 
The dead man was John Muniz, a Portu- 
guese deck hand, who was crushed to 
death while asleep in his bunk. 

The Priscilla collided in a fog with the 
Merchants and Miners’ Transportation 
Company’s steamer Powhattan in Narra- 
gansett' bay, off Point Judith, and for 
six hours waited for. help to come. At 
last the steamer Puritan; of the Fall 
River line, heard the signals of: distress, 
and went to the scene of her sister 
ship. 

The Priscilla was bound for New York. 
She left here a trifle late and put out 
in avdense fog. After an hour’s run, when 
the ship was between Brenton reef light 
ship and Point Judith, she was struck 
on the port bow by the sharp bow of the 
other steamship, with practically no 
warning. The vessels separated and the 
Prisciia showed signs of distress and 
that she was badly damaged. By jetti- 
soning part of her cargo the vessel was 
lightened until her pumps kept her afloat. 
The Priscilla was struck fair and her 
bow was nearly cut off. The stem of the 
Powhattan penetrated her fully 20 feet 
into the hull of the Priscilla. The wash 
room on the main deck and the sleeping 
quarters and stéering compartment below 
were wrecked and the steel plates of ‘the 
bow were torn away well below the water 
line. The forward bulkhead was broken 
through, thus placing the to compart- 
ments out of condition and rapidly sending 
the steamer down by the head, so that 
her stern came out and the rudder was 
rendered useless. The inflow of water 
very soon-.extinguished the electric lights, 
the dynamo,room being in the vicinity of 
the damaged part of the ship. 

The passengers, most of whom were in 
bed, were turned out of their rooms 
in darkness and the men on the ship 
passed out life preservers by candle 
light. 

The passengers, though badly frighten- 
ed, were not panic stricken, and after the 


first excitement busied themselves by get- 
ting together their belongings, so that 
when they reached the landing they were 
able to disembark quietly and without loss 
of property. 

The officers of the Priscilla state that 
the Powhattan had not been regularly 
sounding her whistles, and that when she 
did it was at the last moment, then giv- 
ing the wrong signal, and then the crash 
came. 
¢ The Powhattan’s men Stated that the 
Priscilla came suddenly out of @ bank 
of fog, and that the ships came to- 
gether after an exchange of Signals, and 
before anything could be done to avert 
the collision.

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FARMS IN SOUTH CAROLINA. 


Aggregate Value Placed at $153,- 
591,159 by Census Bureau. 

Washington, July 9.—According to a 
bulletin issued today by the census bu- 
reau the farm property of South Caro- 
lina is valued in the aggregate at $153,- 
591,159. Of this amount $99,805,360 repre- 
sents the value of lands; $26,955,670 the 
value of buildings; $6,629,770 of machinery 
and $20,199,859 the value of live stock. 

The farm lands of the state cover an 
area Of 13,985,014 acres. Ninety acres 
is given as the average size of farms in 
the state, while in 1850 the average size 
was 541 acres. There has been a grad- 
ual decrease each ten years since thé 
half century mark wags passed. The 
farms now number 155,355, and of them 
85,381 are operated by negroes, 

The farm products of the state for 
1899 represented a value of $68,266,912. 
Cotton is the principal crop and the 
cotton lands constitute 65 per cent of the 
entire farm area, 


EMMETT HORINE NEAR DEATH. 


Georgian Narrowly Escapes Drown- 
ing at the Naval Academy. 
Annapolis, Md., July 9.—(Special.)—This 
afternoon, while bathing in Spa créek, 
Emmett Hofine, of Georgia, who is pre- 
paring here for the naval academy, came 
near drowning. He attempted to swim 
across the creek, which is about a quar- 
ter of a mile wide, when he became ex- 
hausted. Herbert French, of Missouri, 
another candidate, came to his rescue 
just in time and kept him above water 
until a boat arrived from the shore.

RIVERS LEAP BANKS|

~ Water in Horthwest Assum- 
_ ing Immense: Proportions, 
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BUSINESS 1S PARALYZED — 
BY CONTINUOUS RAIKS 


Crops Destroyed, Cattle Drowned and 
Railroads Put Out of Business. 
Many Towns in Iowa Are 
Reported Teo Be Under 
Water. 


Des Moines, lowa, July 9.—The continued 
rains have forced nearly all lowa streams 
from their banks and the destruction of 
crops, ive stock and: oter property is 
assuming immense proportions. It is im- 
possible to estimate the damage from the 
indefinite reports received. The damage 
is especially extenstve in the centrgl, 
northern and southwestern parts of the 
state. The vaHeys of the Sioux and 
Maple rivers are flooded and portions of 
Woodbury and Mona counties are under 
water. The lowa river at Marshaltown is 
the highest since 1881. Many country 
bridges have been destroyed and traffic 
between Marshalltown and surrounding 
points is practically eut off. Cattle and 
hogs have been drowned in large num- 
bers in the lowa vailey. © 

At Cedar Rapids the Cedar river is out 
of its banks and many families have 
been forced from their homes, Numerous 
bridges have been swept away in Linn 
county. The Skunk river and Squaw 
ereek are out of their banks and near 
their confluence in Storer county thou- 
sands of acres are flooded and crops de- 
stroyed. 

The continuous rains are paralyzing 
business in Fort Dodge and the railroads 
are almost out of business. The west 
end of the city is inundated and fami- 
lies are moving out. The Des Moines 
river is up 6 feet at that point. Be- 
cause of the saturation of all the insula- 
tion on the wires, electric power has been 
shut off and the town is dark. 

Near Oxford, im’ Johnson county, in a 
wind storm last night Jacob Burkhardt 
was crushed to death by the falling of a 
barn. Half @ dogem, were adestroyed in 
the same neighborijgod. Near North’ Lib- 
erty the residence of Jacob Nedheiser was 
wrecked and the family had a narrow 
escape. All over Johnson county the 
storm destroyed wind mis and barns. 
The damage in the county is estimated at 
$50, 000. 

The Des Moines river reached the high 
water mark of 1892, which was 2 feet, 
at midnight. 

The levee on the north side of town 
broke suddenly, flooding a large residence 
section. Most of the families had moved 
out earlier in the evening. The false 
work of the new Sixth avenue bridge, 
Which went out last night, tonight swept 
away five spans of the Chicago Great 
Western railroad bridge, over the Des 
Moines. South of the junction of the 
Des Moines and the Raccoon rivers the 
river is 3 miles wide for miles and is de- 
stroying crops and drowning live stock. 

The Des Moines river dam is weaken- 
ing. If it goes out it will endanger the 
city and the railroad bridges. 


Cloudburst in Mexico. 

Monterey, Mex., July 9—A cloudburst 
visited the state of Coahuila today, cov- 
ering an area of 50 square miles and doing 
damage to the extent of $400,000. The big 
Patagolana dam, the largest in northern 
Mexico, broke with all the flood gates 
open and was completely destroyed. The 
San Lorenzo dam, which has been stand- 


‘ing for over 350 years, was also washed 


away. This dam was built of solid ma- 
sonry about 1570 and was in perfect con- 
dition until yesterday.

THEIR SALARIES ARE HELD UP. 


St. Louis Exposition Commissioners 


Must Do Without Money. 

Wasnington, July yv.—The comptroller 
of the treasury today decided that the 
salaries and expenses of the Louisiana 
Purchase exposition commission could 
not be paid until the provision of the 
act appropriating $0,000,000 for the expo- 
sition which requires ‘as a conditfon 
precedent that the directors shall con- 
tract to close the gates to visitors on 
Sunday during the whole duration of the 
fair,”” is executed. 

The salaries and expenses of the @om- 
missioners were paid to June 1, when the 
section referred to above was called to 
the attention of the secretary of tne 
treasury. He asked the comptroller for 
his opinion July 3. In deciding the ques- 
tion Comptroller Tracewell says: 

‘It is a canon of construction without 
exception that force and effect must be 
given to every word of a statute where 
it is possible to do s0. If the payment 
in question. can be madé regardless of 
the performance of the conaition prece- 
dent set forth in this closing.section of 
the act, then no effect is given to this 
language; although one may doubt its 
wisdom and efficiency, no one can doubt 
its plain meaning and intent."

St. Louis, July 9.—The Southern Lum- 
ber Manufacturers’ Association at its 
midsummer meeting in this city today, 
after transacting much business of im- 
portance to the lumber interests of the 
country, adjourned to meet in midwinter 
at Memphis, Tenn. The question of 
prices was brought here by the commit- 
tee on values. There will be no change 
in the present rates until after the crop 
situation becomes Detter developed. 

The officials of the association stated 
that prices are likely to go higher and 
that the rate on yellow pine would be in- 
creased aboftit $1 a thousand foot. Prices 
are now on a better plane than last year 
and an increasing demand for lumber is 
noted.

After Ordering His Lawyer To Fight 
the Trust, Sage Deries Giving 
‘Such an Order, but Is 
Finally Forced To Ad- 
mit He Did. 


Newark, N. J., July 9.—Russell Sage 
made application to Judge McArthur, 
counsel for J. Aspinwall Hodge and oth- 
ers, to be made a co-complainant in the 
suit to restrain the conversion of pre- 
ferred stock of the United States Stecl 
Corporation to the amount of $200,000,000 
into 5 per cent bonds. Mr. McArthur 
signed the necessary papers and they 
were then signed by Chancellor Emery. 
Mr. Sage in his application stated he wag 
the owner of 6,000 shares of United States 
Steel preferred stock and of 2,000 shares 
of the United States Steel common. 

New York, July 9.—Russell Sage said 
this afternoon that the use of his name 
in connection with the proceedings at 
Newark against the United States Steel 
Corporation was unauthorized. “I am one 
of the company’s largest stockholders,” 
said Mr.- Sage, ‘‘and I would not attack 
my own property. I gave my proxy and 
voted for the bond conversion plan and 
so cannot appear as a complainant in an 
action to prevent it.’’ 

Later Mr. Sage was in conference with 
Abram 8S. Elkus, his attorney, for up- 
wards of an hour. At the close of the 
conference Mr. Elkus gave out the fol- 
lowing statement: 

“Sage informs me just now that he did 
authorize me to take the proceeding, but 
finds he gave his proxy to Mr. Morgan 
to vote for the issue of the bonds and, 
therefore, nas requested me to take the 
necessary proceedings to withdraw his 
name as plaintiff. The instruction to in- 
stitute the proceeding was given to me 
personally by Mr. Sage and he confirms 
it. Mr. Sage has written me the follow- 
ing letter: 

“ ‘Dear Mr. Elkus—Yours of the 9th 
instant received, informing me that [ 
have been made a plaintiff in the suit 
brought by Hodge and others against the 
United States Steel Company enjoining 
the issue of bonds. There seems to be a 
misunderstanding in regard to this mat- 
ter and I seem to have misled you. I 
know that you acted in good faith, believ- 
ing that I fullly authorized you to act 
as you did. I find that I gave my proxy 
to Mr. Morgan tg vote for the issue of 
these bonds and fherefore do not want 
to be a plaintiff in the suit. I hereby 
request you to take the necessary pro- 
ceedings to withdraw my name as plaint- 
iff. RUSSELL SAWUE.’’ 


YELLOW FEVER IS VIRULENT. 


Many People Have Died at Vera 
Cruz, Mexico. 

Mexico City, July 9—Advices from Vera 
Cruz report yellow fever as having been 
especially virulent this season. A num- 
ber of people long resident and deeming 
themselves immune have died. The 
United States government commission has 
been in Vera Cruz studying conditions 
and the local treatment of the disease. 

Dr. Miller, who had a specific for yel- 
low fever, has died in Vera Cruz of con- 
gestion of the brain.

Mr. Erwin’s report is a clear and com- 
prehensive stain of the whole pro- 
ceedings in the case since he first made 
plans to secure the extradition of Greene 
and Gaynor. It contains some severe 
strictures on certain Canadian officials

Scathing Arraignment. 

Mr. Erwin concludes his report by say- 
ing that ‘‘before the prisoners can be 
taken out of Canada we will have to sub- 
mit the regularity of the proceedings to 
a high official of the Dominion govern- 
ment whose firm was retained in ad- 
vance of the extradition proceeding to re- 
sist extradition and whose powerful po- 
litical influence -has been felt at every.

tradition of criminals from Canada under 
our treaty does not apply to cases where 
fugitives are charged with financial 
crimes.’’ 

Secretary Hay had left the state de- 
partment today when the letter from the 
department of justice, accompanied by 
Mr. Erwin’s report, arrived. Mr. Hay 
had evidently no intimation that the de- 
partment of justice intended to call upop 
him in the matter. Pending a perusal 
of the letter and the report Secretary 
Hay is undecided what course of action 
should be followed in calling the  iatter 
to the attention of the British authori- 
ties. Representations may be made 
through the British embassy, of which 
Mr. Arthur 8S. Raiks is the charge d'af- 
faires and who is now at Bar Harbor, 
or Ambassador Choate may be instructed 
to make complaint to the authorities at 
London. Mr. Erwin is here, but he deé- 
clines to make any statement beyond that 
contained in his report. 

This does not mean that the United 
States proposes to abandon its case

DYNAMITE USED 
BY CONVICTS 


‘They Wreck Jail at St. Jo- 
seph, Mo., in Attempt- 
ing To Escape. 


WINCHESTERS IN HAND, 
GUARDS FORCE THEM BACK 


Seventy-Five Prisoners Are Con- 
fined Th the Jail, but Only a 
Few Were Implicated in 
the Plot ‘To Make 
Escape. 


St. Joseph, Mo;., July 9.—James Blade, 

Leck Allen and James Murray, prison- 
ers in the Buchanan county jail, this 
afternoon wrecked the rear wall of the 
jail building with a powerful charge of 
dynamite, 
. Allen, Blade and Murray then made a 
flerce fight for liberty, but the guards 
beat them back with winchesters. Sev- 
enty-five prisoners are confined in the 
jail, but those who tried -to follow Blade 
and his companions were clubbed: into 
‘submission. No one was injured. Blade 
and Allen are under sentence for high- 
way robbery and Murray is a government 
prisoner. They are now chained to the 
floor of their cells. 

By advice of the feaders of the plot 
other prisoners sought safety in. their 
cells just before the explosion occurred.

Mr: Erwin reports that prior to institut- 


Ang the extradition proceedings he was 


put on notice that the fugitives had 
“taken refuge at Quebec, to resist extra- 
dition, and that they had employed as 
eir counsel the firms of lawyers to 
which belonged the highest officials of the 
provincial and dominion governments.”’ 

He says that he was thus ‘precluded 
by the position taken by them from con- 
ferring with the law officers of the 
crown.” He, therefore, retained two at- 
torneys of the Montreal and Canadian 
bar who have ably assisted him. 

The report then calls attention to this 
provision of the Canadian extradition act: 

‘Whenever this act applies, a judge 
may issue his warrant for the appie- 
hension of a fugitive on a foreign warrant 
of arrest, or on information or complaint 
laid before him, and on such evidence or 
after such proceedings as in his opinion 
would, subject to the provisions of this 
act, justify the issue of his warrant if 
the crime of which the fugitive is ac- 
cused or alleged to have been canvicted, 
had been committed in Canada. 

Citation is made of the extradition 
treaty between the United States and 
Great Britain, and it is shown that it 
provides for extradition for the offenses 
of embezzlement, fraud, receiving stolen 
moneys or goods or property, or obtaining 
the same under false pretenses, or for 
participating in these crimes, provided 
euch participation is punishable by the 


Jaws of both countries. 


Mr. Erwin made complaint on oath, 
May 14, last, before Hon, Ulric LaFon- 
taine, an extradition commissioner, res- 
ident at Montreal, who is given jurisdic- 
tion over the whole province of Quebec, 
charging Messrs. Greene and Gaynor with 
having participated in the crimes of 
fraud, embezziement and obtaining money 
under ftalse pretenses, the complaint set- 
ting out matters in detail, and that such 
participation was punishable by the laws 
of. both countries. ‘ 

Some gueer Proceedings. 

The report then directs attention to 
the entire regularity of the service of the 
writs, arrests of Messrs. Greene and Gay- 
nor, and their remand for further exami- 
nation. After this Judge Andrews, at 
Quebec, issued writs of habeas corpus, 
which were served at night.on the jail- 
er at Montreal, who held the men under 
the extradition commissioners’ order for 
turther proceedings.

The report next 
gays that notwithstanding this and the 
fact that under Canadian law a second 
writ of habeas corpus cannot issue, ex- 
cept on “new facts,” the prisonei§s’ coun- 
sel alleging, on petitions, on the same 
facts, caused other writs to be issued by 
Justice Caron. The gaoler, in making his 
return to these writs refused ‘on the 
request of counsel of the United States, 
to attach coppies, oy set out in his return, 
the substance of the documents under 
‘wwhich he held the prisoners. If the 
gaoler had been acting under the ad- 
viee of dfficers of the crown, adds the 
report, “free from the entangling rela- 
tions of counsel! for the fugitives, it is 
éncredible that in a country which shares 
with us the high standards of justice ana 
fairness, which is our common heritage, 
@ gaoler could have willfully withhel¢ 
the documents of this authority, to the 
Prejudice of a party to the litigation.”

‘‘Meantime, the counsel for the prison- 
ers, who, in England or in the United 
States, would be debarred from occupy- 
ing such relationships, have, in open 
court, challenged the right of the United 
States to be heard in these proceedings, 
and its right to employ Canadian coun- 
sel to represent it in the courts. Mr. 
Justice Andrews overruled these objec- 
tions, but they have been renewed be- 
fore Mr. Justice Caron, and it is uncer- 
tain what position he will take. 


Canadian Conscience Awake. 


‘tT attach clipping from two of the 
Quebec papers, one French, the other 
English, bearing upon the duai attitude 
presented by the official relationships of 
the prisoners’ counsel, indicating that 
the public conscience of Canada is not 
asleep.”’ a 

Attention then is directed to the fact 
that should the Quebec aut)orities final- 
ly decide to let Judge La Fontaine, the 
extradition commissioner, proceed with 
the case, and should he finally commit 
them to gaol for extradition, under the 
Canadian law, the prisoners must stay 
there’ fifteen days and that during this 
time they have the right to apply for 
writs of habeas corpus, and it is further- 
more in the power of the mfnister of 
justice to refuse to surrender the pris- 
oners, and to discharge them from cus- 
tody. 

In conclusion the report says: 


“Tt will thus be seen that before we 
can finally take the prisoners out of 
Canada we will have to submit the regu- 
larity of our proceedings in some very 
important features to a high official of 
the dominion government, whose firm 
was retained in advance of the extradi- 
tion proceedings to resist extradition, and 
whose powerful political influence has 
been felt at every turn the case has 
taken. 

‘Tf this state of affairs is to continue 
without protest on the part of the gov- 
ernment of the United States, we had 
just as well understand in advance that 
extradition of criminals from Canada un- 
der our tre@&y does not apply to cases 
where the fugitives have committed 
financial crimes of magnitude.” 

Upon receipt of this report the acting 
attorney general called the matter to 
the attention of the state department, 
saying in his letter of transmittal: 


‘“Heerewith I have the lpnor to iInglose 
a communication from Marion Erwin, 
Special assistant to the attorney general, 
the duly authorized agent of the United 
States, who has been in charge of the 
proceedings instituted in Canada‘ for the 
extradition of Benjamin D. Greene and 
John F. Gaynot. 

“It has been a matter of great surprise 
to this department that such a state of 
affairs as that reported could exist in 
any country controlled by British senti- 
ment and laws, and I respectfully request 
that the facts be laid before the repre- 
sentatives of his Britannic majesty, In 
order that the matter may be dealt with 
tn accordance with the high standard of 
British justice.” 

It is understood that the secretary of 
state will bring the matter to the at- 


tention of the British embassy at once.

THRONG OF POLITICIANS 
IN CAPITAL OF ALABAMA 


There Are Few Well-Informed Men 
Who at Midnight Doubt That 
Straight Primary Will Be

Montgomery, Ala., July 9.—(Special.)— 
At no time have so many politicians 


crowdeq into Montgomery on the eve of | 


a meeting of the state executive com- 
mittee as are now gathered about the ho- 
tel lobbies. The feature of the situation 
seems to be that all of those who are 
not members of the committee have come 
here to urge a primary. : 

The morning train brought ex-Governor 
Johnston and some twenty-five of the 
prominent members of that wing of the 
party and the night trains more than 
doubled their numbers. They are here to 
formulate the details of the kind of pri- 
mary they want and to let the committee 
know it. There are quite as many mem- 
bers of the other wing here to see what ts 
going on and the excitement can be 
compared to nothing less than _ that 
which attends a convention itself: 

As no proxies are allowed in the com- 
mittee, it is expected that a full meeting 


will be had. The only one so far who is 


known to be unable to attend is Mr. Lo- 
max, who is ill and who is classed with 
the convention members. What the com- 


mittee will do cannot. be told, because a 
small minority who hold the balance of 
power resolutely decline to make their 
position known in advance of the voting. 

It now seems that the leadership of the 
primary element of the eommittee will 
be divided, no one man assuming to speak 
for the others. Alfred: Tunstall, Bibb 
Graves and W. H. Samford, and- possibly 
Tom Heflin, will do the main speaking if 
it should come to that. Mr. Tunstall has 
been until recently put among the con- 
vention men, but he has gone with the 
people of Hale county and is not only 
for a primary, but has formulated a 
working plan for a primary to be pre- 
sented to the committee. 

Smith To Lead for Convention. 

Hon, John V. Smith is expected to lead 
for a convention, if it shall appear that 
there is support enough for that side to 
warrant a fight. He is the one commit- 
teeman who has béen outspoken for a 
convention from the first and who has 
never wavered. 

There are very few well-informed men 
who at midnight doubt that a straight 
primary will be ordered. The view of the 
few doubtful members of the committee 
is well expressed by Mr. Gorman, who 
says: 

“J am simply waiting to hear reports 
from the other members as to what the 
people want in different sections of tha 
state and I am for that.”’ 

There is:a -:strong and evenly centered 
movement ifside the committee, however, 
against the plurality plan and it is evi- 
dent a strong stand will ‘be made by 
those conceding a primary on the propo- 
sition that if no one receives a majority 


the highest two shall run it over. 


The gathering of Governor Johnston's 
friends resolved itself into a general 
meeting of primary men into which: any 
and every one was invited regardless of 
how he stoed’ in the governorship. Hence 
the supposition that Governor Oates’ 
presence in the meeting meant an align- 
ment with Johnston was soon dissipated, 
but it was nevertheless the sensation of 
the day. , 

General Harrison was also at the gath- 
ering. The question of what should be 
done if a convention is ordered was dis- 
cussed informally but passed over as a 
contingency now too improbable to be 
seriously considered. 

At midnight Chairman Lowe, of the 
state committee, said he found the mem- 


.bers in a judicial frame of ming and 


prepared to discuss the question of a 
primary or convention calmly and. with 
an eye single to what is best.’ At 1 
o’clock this morning Governor Jelks gave 
out the following interview in answer to 
a question as to the prospects for a pri- 
mary: 

“I don’t know. I have advised iIn- 
dividua] members of the committee with 
whom I have conversed that in my opin- 
ion the democrats of the state want a pri- 
mary and are entitled to it. I bave 
recommended that the primary plan be 
prepared on the order of that. followed in 
South Carolina, providing that a majority 
shall nominate. The suggéstion makes 
two primaries possible. I believe the 
committee will make such an order.”

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PLANNING FOR BIG STATE FAIR. 


WORK IS STARTED ON BUILD- 
INGS IN VALDOSTA. 


Ten Georgia Counties Have Already 
Contracted for Space To 
Make Exhibits. 


Valdosta, ‘Ga., July. 9.—(8pecial:)—Ac- 
tive work has been begun on the new 
buildings at Pine park for the accommo- 
dation of the state fair this fall.

lieutenant Hickman To Be 
Courtmarlialed on that Charge 


Tt Is Alleged That Hickman Was 
Cruel to Natives of Tayabas 
Province — Defense Has 
Closed in Ryan Court- 
martial. 


Manila, July 9.—General Chaffee has or- 
dered Lieutenant Edwin A. Hickman, 
of the First cavalry, to Manila, for court- 
martial trial on the charge of alleged 
cruelty to natives of Tayabas province. 
The charges arise from the Gardener 
inquiry. It is claimed that Hickman 
ducked two natives in a stream in order 
to obtain information. He is further 
charged with having ducked a third na- 
tive, who died from maltreatment. The 
military officials say that 
latter charge is doubtful. 

The courtmartial, presided over by Gen- 
eral William H. Bisbee, which is trying 
Captain James A. Ryan, of the Fifteenth 
cavalry, on the charge of unnecessary 
severity to natives, will try Lieutenant 
Hickman, 

The defense in the Ryan courtmartia] 
ciosed today. The arguments will be 
heard Saturday. The defense offered 
much testimony and many documents to 
show that a state of insurrection existed 
at Jiminez, Mindanao, and that Captain 
Ryan was justified in using force to ob- 
tain information, protect his command 
and pursue the enemy. It was shown 
that the two natives who were “treat- 
ed’’ communicated with the enemy, giving 
information regarding the Americans’ sup- 
plies. 

Second Lieutenant Charles Burnett, of 
the Fifteenth cavalry, and Surgeon Ma- 
jor Peter Egan, testified that they took 
the same treatment as administered to the 
natives and that they did not suffer there- 
from. 


- Argentine and Chili Agree. 


Buenos Ayres, July 9.—Argentina and 
Chili have signee a convention defining 
more precisely the objects of their re- 
cent treaties providing for arbitration 
and the limitation of armaments, with 
the view of averting the possibility of 
future complications.

Vatican Forbids a Blue Sister To 
Nurse Princess Rospigliosi and 
Sensation Follows. 


Rome, July 9—A great sensation has 
been caused Bere by the action of the 
vatican, aut ties toward the Princess 
Joseph Rospigiiosi, an American. Her 
husband is head of an ancient family 
of clerical nobility and his brother is 
commandant of the papal noble guard. 

On August 26, 1901, Prince Rospigliosi 


‘ married here Mrs. Marie Jennings Reid 


Parkhurst, of Washington, the divorced 
wife of Colonel Frederick H. Parkhurst, 
of Bangor, Me. The ceremony was civil 
and hence was not recognized by the 
vatican. Princess Rospigliosi, who is 
now on the point of confinement, engaged 
an English blue sister as a nurse and the 
latter took up her duties. But Cardinal 
Macchi, secretary of apostolic 
hearing of this, forbade the sister to 
fulfill her duties, on the ground that the 
marriage was non-existant. : 

The prince was furious and exerted al 
his influence to overcome the scruples 
of the church, but without avail. Event- 
ually he was obliged to send to England 
for a nurse. The incident is expected tp 
have important developments. 

Mrs. Parkhurst is a granddaughter of 
Samuel Chester Reid, who commanded 
the American privateer Brigadier Gen- 
eral Armstrong in the battle at Fayal in 
the war of 1812.

Parkhurst, who is a member of the 
Maine legislature and of Governor Hill's 
staff, with the rank of colonel. The 
couple were married and lived happily for 
a time in Bangor. They had two chil- 
dren. Several years ago they became 
estranged and Colonel Parkhurst sued 
for a divorce. The divorce was granted 
and Mrs. Parkhurst left the city. At Bar 
Harbor she met Prince Joseph, who fell 


in love with her. 
TREATY WILL SOON BE SIGNED. 


Hay Making Progress in the Isth- 
mian Canal Negotiations. 

Washington, July 9.—Final negotiations 
for the conclusion of the definitive treaty 
between the United States and Colombia, 
which is to authorize the construction 
of the Panama canal, began at the state 
department today at @ meeting between 
Secretary Hay and Mr. Cromwell, repre- 
senting the Panama Canal Company and 
the Colombian legation here. Mr. Crom- 
well, at Secretary Hay’s instance, also 
laid before the department of justice all 
the papers in his possession calculated to 
assist the attorney general in his work 
in settling the title. Secretary Hay turn- 
ed over to him a masg of papers, which 
the counsel examined very carefully. 
While no definite conclusion was reaca- 
ed, a distinct advance was «ade. 

Cable correspondence must be had with 
the Colombian government, but it is be- 
lieved that the treaty can be signed with- 
in a week. The Colombian government 
has decided to appoint a non-partisan 
commission to rearrange the electoral and 
provincial districts of Colombia, and it 
was believeq that, the way being for 
new elections, the congress could be 
elected and assembled within the next 
four months, and the body could proceed 
at once to ratify the canal treaty, which 
is to be concluded here. It is inferred 
from this statement that an arrangement 
has been reached between the Colombian 
conservatives and liberals which will 
terminate the’ revolution which has now 
lasted for more than two years, ;

BY ARCHBISHOP 


Mer. Ireland, Addressing the 
Educational Convention, 
Attacks Certain Papers.. 


TRUTH BEING PERVERTED, 
ARCHBISHOP DECLARES 


He Asserts That Certain Papers Have 
Grossly Misrepresented Condi- 
tions in the Philippines. 
Twenty Thousan.u Visit- 
crs at Convention. 


Minneapolis, Minn., July 9.—Highwater 
mark in the attendance at the National 
Educational Association convention has 
probably been reached, a conservative es- 
timate placing the number of. visitors in 
the city today as considerably over 20,- 
000. The meetings were,all wel] attended 
today and when it is stated that there 
were fifteen of them it will readily be 
seen that the crowd is an enormous one. 
Nearly every department of the associa- 
tion has held a meeting and the real w rk 
of the convention proper is in full blast. 

Tomorrow there will be thirteen meet- 
ings and on Friday when the convention 
closes there will be twelve. 

The movement for the election of Presi- 
dent Charles Eliot of Harvard as pres- 
ident of the association has attained such 
headway that he is likely to be named 
without opposition. The question of place 
of meeting will not be so easily setthg 
While Boston seems to be the favorite, 
the actual selection wil) be left, as usual, 
to the executive committee. It has never 
been the custom to give the presidency 
and the convention to the same city and 
this fact may operate against the Bos- 
ton candidacy if Dr. Eliot is chosen. 
President Beardshear was reported much 
better today, but his physicians will not 
permit him to preside at any of the ses- 
sions. 

Education of Defectives. 

At the department vf special education 
Dr. Alexander Graham Bell, the inven- 
tor of the telephone, and president of the 
department, made an address explaining 
the wonder.ul work which the educators 
of defectives throughout the country are 
doing. Dr. Bell said: 

“One of the greatest defects of the 
present methods of the education of de- 
fectives is sending them to special schools 
and taking them away from home. This, 
in a large measure, can be done away 
with by the establishment of day schools 
for special instructions as a part of our 
regular public school system. Children 
partially defective are at the present 
time drifting along without adequate in- 
struction, and the condition as it now ex- 
ists should be remedied at once.”’ 

At the evening seSsion of the entire 
convention, which was held in the ex- 
position building, were 10,000 people. Hon. 
Michael Sadler, LL. D., of London, Eng- 
larid, spoke of educational] work in Eng- 
land, and showed the close relationship 
between and effectiveness of the work 
and workers in the two countries. 

Ireland Attacks Newspapers. 

Archbishop John Ireland, of St. Paul, 
spoke on “‘The Influence and Responsibil- 
ity of the Teacher.’’ He said he should 
never deny that among the immediate 
causes of the Spanish-American war were 
“the exaggerated statements, the lies, 
too, and the calumnies, the ceaseless ap- 
peals “to wild and reckless passion which 
disfigured and disgraced the utterances 
of certain newspaper ‘writers and of cer- 
tain other manipulators of public opin- 
ion.

A little 
Waile ago certain Catholic newspapers 
raised the cry that proselytism was the 
order of the day in the schools of Manila, 
the chief officials, it was said, and the 
teachers in the normal school being regu- 
larly ordained ministers, who divided 
their time between multiplication table 
and tract reading. ...e matter was in- 
vestigated and it was discovered ..at the 
chief officials and the teachers in the nor- 
mal were not ministers, and that their 
own good sense, as well as the strict rules 
of the government, held them Strictly to 
secular matters.”

Railroads end Freight Handlers 
Keach Agreement.

Chicago, July 9—The . strike of the 
freight handlers ‘1s ‘virtually settled. 
Meetings of the strikers will be held to- 
morrow to. ratif¥ the action taken to- 
night, according to President Curran, of 
the order, but as he stated tonight, after 
a conference -with the general managers 
of the railroads that he had agreed to 
their terms because the majority of his 


.men were “going back’’ on him, there is 


little doubt that) the terms will be ac- 
cepted by the mass meeting of the strik- 
ers tomorrow. . | 

By the terms of the settlement the 
strikers accept the ‘schedule of wages of- 
fered to them by. the railroads July L 
This schedule was emphatically fefused 
by the strikers at the time it was made. 
It offered an average increase of 20 per 
cent for all classes of labor connected 
with the Freight Handlers’ union. The 
demands of the mén would have made 
an avérage increase of about 30 per 
cent. 

The railroads at the time of offering 
the increase on July 1, said that under 
no circumstances would they recognize 
the union of freight handlers to the ex- 
tent of allowing the officers of the or- 
ganization to make terms for the men 
with the officers of the railroads. This 
was one of the ehief reasons for the 
strike, the men. insisting that the union 
should be fully recognized. The rail- 
roads have won a complete victory on this 
point. The attitude of the roads toward 
the Freight Hendilers’ union is the same 
as that maintajned toward all local or- 
ganizations of railroad men. The freight 
handlers demanded something that no or- 
ganization of railroad employees in Chi- 
cago had asked and the managers an- 
nounced that under no cireumstances 
would they agree to this. 

The settlement of the strike came un- 
expectedly. The meetings during the day 
of the various committees with the gen- 
eral managers of the railroads did not 
produce much result, neither side making 
concessions. , 

When the committees had reported back 
to the executive council of the strikers 
a meeting of that body was held. 

The officers of the federation used every 
means to induce the strikers to accept 
the terms offered them, but without avail. 
The meeting was, at times, acrimonious 
and there was a sharp exchange of words 
between President Bowman, of the Fed- 
eration of Labor, and President Curran, 
of the Freight Handlers’ union, in which 
the former was accused of “playing pol- 
) itics’ at the expense of the freight hand- 
lers. 

The proposition finally was made that 
the matter of an agreement with the rail- 
roads should be left with President Cur- 
ran and President Bowman, with full 
power to act. A meeting was then ar- 
ranged with a committee of the general 
managers.of the railroads and the result 
was that President Curran agreed to ac- 
cept the basis of increase offered by the 
railroads July 1. The action of the team- 
sters was a potent factor in settling the 
strike. 

They took strong issue with the freight 
handlers and intimated very plainly that 
no assistance could be expected from 
them, inasmuch as the freight handlers 
hAd struck against the advice of the Chi- 
cago Federation of Labor. 

Machinists Go Out. 

Houston, Tex., July 9.~The machinists 
in the Gulf, Colorado and Santa Fe shops 
at Cleburne, struck’ yesterday. to the 
number of about 100 because of alleged 
violation of their contract with the roaa 
by the foreman. Today the machinsts in 
the Santa Fé shops at Galveston, Somer- 
ville and Beaumont failed to go to work, 
stating that they had received orders not 
to go to work until the trouble at Cle- 
burne had been settled.

United States. 
Washington, July 9.—Minister Quesada, 
of Cuba, in an interview on conditions in 

the island, said: 

“Not only is the island tranquil from 
one end to the other, but the people are 
determined to continue quiet no matter 
how much their suffering, because they 
know that internal disorder means the 
sacrifice of Cuban independence. All the 
prominent generals in every section of 
the island have communicated to Presj- 
dent Palma their purpose to uphold his 
administration. The governors of all the 
provinces have reported to President 
Palma that their localities are free from 
disorder. 

“There has been discontent among the 
cobored people because they had not been 
giveg any offices, and when Pregident 
Palma came into office they held meet- 
ings and requested that they be given 
some of the places.

“And now, gentlemen, permit me to 
warn you and, through you, the mine 
workers of the anthracite region that no 
attention whatever should be paid to the 
silly reports that are being sent out that 
the strike is about to collapse, or that 
men want to resume work. These same 
predictions, emanating from exactly the 
Same source,-have been made through 
the columns of the press each day during 
the past month and yet every mine is idle 
and let me say that every mine will re- 
main idle until the strike is settled. 

“In all my experience in the labor 
movement I have never participated in 
strike in which I felt so confident of sa 
cess. If our membership will stand, .s 
I know they will, we shall.in the not 
far distant future, achieve a victory and 
settle for all time the right of the coal 
miners to receive for honest labor and un- 
reenitting toil at least a sufficient wage 
to enable them to live, maintain and 
educate their families and enjoy a few 
pleasures of our civilization.”’ 

Strike Over in West Virginia. 

Roanoke, Va.. July 9.Those interested 
in the coal fields claim that the strike 
is virtually a thing of the past. Five 
hundred and forty cars of coal were load- 
ed yesterday. Seven car loads of miners 
from East Virginia and North Carolina 
arrived in the fields yesterday and imr e- 
diately went to work, many of them be- 
ing old miners returning. The labor lead- 
ers assert, on the other hand, that the 
critical stage has not yet arrived. 

It has been stated that if the demands 
of the strikers are not acceded to by the 
l7th instant that other labor untons will 
very likely take hold of the matter.

FROM JACKSON TO CLEVELAND. 


Judge Marvin Voted for Every Dem- 
a ocratic Candidate. 

Syracuse, N. Y., July 9.—Judge William 
Marvin died at his home in Skanateles 
this morning, aged 94 years. He was ap- 
pointed United States district attorney 
for Florida in 1835 by President Jackson 
and was appointed United States district 
judge at Key West by President Van 
Buren. He held court at Key West until 
1863 and it was a union court, with the 
American flag floating over it, though 
every attendant of the court from district 
attorney to crier joined in secession. 
After the war President Johnson ap- 
pointed Judge Marvin provisional gov- 
ernor of Florida. After the government 
was established he was elected to the 
United States senate, but was not al- 
lowed to take his seat because negroes 
had not been allowed to vote. 

Judge Marvin returned to his home in 
Skanateles in 1867, where he has since 
lived. He has written several works upon 
maritime law and upon theological sub- 
jects. He was warden of St. James Epis- 
copal church ,at Skanateles and deeply 
interested in church matters.°He voted 
for every democratic president from 
Jackson to Cleveland, but bolted Bryan 
in 1896.

I noticed the admirable method of teach- 
ing bookkeeping. A better system could 
not be imagined. There are two divi- 
sions of the bookkeeping department. 
The .junior bookkeeping department ig 
under the excellent direction ,of” Mr. H. 
L. Bridges. Here attention is given only 
to the theory of bookkeeping Which is 
most ‘thoroughly taught in all {te ph ges. 
The hours In these departments are from 
8:45 a. m. to 2 p. m. Here the students 
are. exercised in rapid ealgulation, pen- 
manship, spelling, grammar and corfe- 
spondence. The drilling is very close and 
and when a pupil passes 
those portals he has thoroughly mastered 
the theory of bookkeeping. The student 
spends from four to ten weeks in this 
department, 

He then enters the senior bookkeeping 


‘department. 


From 12 to 2, daily, this department 
devotes the time exc'usively to bookkeep- 
ing, business practice and banking. This 
department is most ably conducted by 
Mr. D. E. Shumaker. The~ principles 
learned in the junior department are here 
put in actual practice just as in real 
business. 

Business colleges’ may be compared to 
cows. All cows give milk, Dut not all 
give cream. §8o, all business colleges teach 
theoretical bookkeeping, but only a few 
teach actual business training in addi 
tion. The senior bookkeeping depart- 
mént, with business practice and bank- 
ing, is the cream of. the Squthern Short- 
hand and Business University. Here the 
student enters upon the practice of book- 
keeping in all its forms.

The room is large and airy ‘and is fit-

thing. The firm buys from the wholesale 
houses surrounding it just as an actual 
business and sells to a gentleman who rep- 
resents the consumer. 

The bank is there and deposits are 
made and withdrawn by check as in 


real banking. 
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The next step is general merchandise. 
A general country store is opened with 
stock of chickens, hardware, fertilizers, 
cotton, groceries, and so on. A corpora- 
tion is organized for general merchandis- 
ing. Papers are drawn up. A charter 
is secured. The stockholders meet, a 
constitution and by-laws are adopted, a 
board of directors chosen, and a pres- 
ident, vice president and general man- 


ager are elected. 
- - 


After getting through with the gen- 
eral merchandise feature, carrying them 
on as in actual business life in the em- 
porium proper, the students pass behind 
the semi-circular offices and take up 
office work. They become wholesale mer- 
chants dealing in groceries, hardware, 
dry goods, notions. They embark in the 
commission and brokerage business. The 
offices belong to the school. After a 
student runs an office for one week, tak- 
ing trial balance, engaging in al! the 
business of the wholesale merchant, he 
leaves the business in proper shape 
for his successor of the following week, 
who goes through with the same process 
in all respects. 

The banking business Is done just as it 
is in every Atlanta bank every day. The 
books, with names of depositors, total 
deposits, checks drawn, etc., are all thefe. 
Balances are struck, New York drafts is- 
sued, paper discounted, certified checks 
drawn. collections made, exchange sold, 
' Just as in real banks. Daily balances are 
made out, etc. 


First, the theory is mastered. Second, 
it is put in practice. Third, students are 
given actual experience in real business. 
tie is supposed to understand bookkeep- 
ing when he comes to Mr. Shumaker. 
His knowledge is put to the test by ac- 
tual experience. On the outside the stu- 
dents are helped, but when they leave 
the emporium and go into the offices they 
are not helped, but as bankers and book- 
keepers and wholesale merchants must de- 
pend, absolutely, upon themselves. A stu- 
dent acts as assistant cashier and then 
cashier two weeks and must then leave 
the business ship-shape for his success- 
or. 

It takes about four months to complete 
the course in Mr. Shumaker’s department 
of bookKeeping and actual business prac- 
tice. 
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Just as I was leaving the building I 
heard the click-click of a telegraph instru- 
ment. Opening a little door I peeped in 
and saw Mr. A. H. Freeman, the capable 
head of the telegraphic department, send- 
ing messages from one end of the 
room to students seated at their instru- 
ments at the other. They were receiving 
slowly but surely and will learn the busi- 
ness all right. 

Imagining: that I was in Chicago I 
touched an instrument and tinkled this 
message to Mr. Freeman: 

“The folks here say the Southern Short- 
hand and Business University is the best 
of its kind in the country—and that 
Freeman is O. K.”’

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Indorsing Local Option. 

Again we print a card from Colonel 
Pringle, in which he contends that the 
recent democratic state convention 
did not, by indorsing “our present leg- 
islation” on the liquor question, there- 
by indorse local option. 

While it is plain that our esteemed 
friend does not intend to be convinced 
by arguments, we yet venture to say 
that we believe nineteen-twentieths of 
the convention and of the democrats 
of the state have construed the plat- 
form declaration on the subject as we 
characterized it—‘“an indorsement of 
local option as the policy of the party 

nd the state!” 

Local option does not mean only the 
action by ballot of a constituency. It 
embraces any and all methods by 
which a political unit, as a county, for 
instance, without interference by oth- 
er constituencies, determines for itself 
its policy with referefce to any ques- 
tion. That option may apply to liquor 
laws, fence laws, school laws or other 
local concern. If it takes the form of 
a request to the legislature to enact 4 
special law for the country, prohibit- 
ing the liquor traffic, establishing a 
dispensary or fixing a high license, it 
is loca] option—the will of the people 
of the county unless and until repudi- 
dted by them in some legal form. 

“Our present legislation” is all of it 
local option legislation, whether gen- 
eral or special. In tndorsing it the 
convention meant to commend it in all 
its forms to the people, leaving each 
community to elect its own mode by 
{ts own option. And if that is not lo- 
cal option, what is it? 

The convention did just what The 
Constitution desired that it should do. 
It left the question of liquor legisla- 
tion as it is and that was what we ad- 
vyocated. Now that it has done so, we 
are content and will stand upon “our 
present legislation” as the expressed 
policy of the party. Will Colonel Prin- 
gle, confessing himself that the in- 
dorsement reached and covered all 
modes included in “our present legis- 
lation,” also stand upon the action of 
the conveniion? Will he and his col- 
leagues who favored state en‘torced 
prohibition now fall in and abide the 
action of the party and be content 
hereafter with prohibition that can 
be obtained under “our present legis-

Within the past twenty years the 
rates for transporting freights have 
largely decreased in all parts of the 
country, but in very few sections has. 
there been any material reduction of 
the rates on human freight. For in- 
stance of that, the Baltimore and Ohio 
Railway Company sti. charges 4 local 
passenger rate of 3 cents per mile, as 
was fixed in its charter of 1826, but the. 
rate of 3 cents per ton per mile for 
freight is now reduced to about 1 cent 
per ton for 3 miles! 

The feeling is growing all over the 
country that local passenger rates are 
too high and where the railway com- 
panies refuse to make equitable reduc- 
tions the legislatures are being press-: 
ed to take a hand on the people’s be 
half. This was evidenced by the fact 
that no less than eleven legislatures 
had the subject up for discussion in 
the sessions of the early months of the 
present year. 

This is a matter of great impor- 
tance to the commerce of large central 
cities and the people who live in every 
direction around them. Cheap local 
rates keep cars full of passengers and 
the city stores full of customers. The 
results are beneficial all around and 
the wonder of the matter is that rail- 
way managers do not see the wisdom 
and profit of low local rates without 
the help of compulsory legislative ac- 
tion.

perior and supreme courts by reason 
of the trivial appeals so freely per- 
missible under our system of state 
jurisprudence undoubtedly calls for 
remedy. It is gratifying that the bar 
association is interested intelligently 
and professionally in this matter and 
is proposing measures to relieve the 
status that has so long existed and 
which is the cause of 80 many just 
complaints. 

Jealousy for justice and & scrupl- 
lous regard for the rights of litigants 
ere always to be commended and er- 
couraged. But these things, as is but 
too apparent, may degenerate tnto a 
mere system of litigiousness, and that 
is a bad development for any constit- 
uency’s peace, economies and rever- 
ence for laws and courts. 

It needs no argument after all that 
has been said from the bench, in the 
general assembly in past sessions, and 
in the bar association meeting of the | 
present year to establish the conten- 
tion that our courts are absurdly bur 
dened with appeals from lower to 
higher tribunals—appeals that are 
tricks for time, or experiments with 
the vagaries of the courts. 

It is easily within the wisdom of our 
legal profession to suggest to the state 
legislature ways and means to end the 
practices that congest the courts in 
the way we have mentioned. The ju- 
risdiction of the justice’s court can be 
made absolute within certain liberal 
limits, the right of certiorari can be 
more rigidly circumscribed and the 
class of cases that may be appealed to 
the supreme court so defined as to 
shut off a great flock of appeals in 
which there are raised no questions of 
law not already sufficiently. adjud+ 
cated in recorded decisions of that 
court. 

As laymen we do not discuss the de 
tails of the measure of reform that Is 
needed in the premises. We only 
know that the common intelligence of 
the state and the best tnterests of ju- 
risprudence in our system demand 
that something efficient and sufficient 
be done speedily to make our courts 
respected for thelr decisions and emi- 
nent for the exactness of their judg- 
ments, so that litigation may be dis- 
couraged rather than encouraged. 


The Man with Small Capital. 

It has been objected by some that 
technical education should not be fos- 
tered with public funds because the 
fields for its employment are being 
rapidly pre-empted by tho trusts and 
gigantic combinations of capital in 
manufacturing and other productive 
technical industries. Frequently we 
are told that the man who has only 
skill and small capital is being put 
out of the way of business and success 
by the overshadowing combines. 

Yet is should be plain to any ob 
server that there are hundreds of prof- 
itable technical industries that the 
trusts have not captured and, in the 
nature of things, could not consolidate 
and control. The profit to be made 
from them in any given locality is too 
small to engage the cupidity of a trust 
and yet is sufficient to amply repay 
th: enterprigee and industry of a small 
operator. Now inventions are creat- 
ing new tndustries almost daily and 
in the exploiting of these the man 
with technical education and small 
capital finds plentiful opportunities for 
steady ocoupation and satisfactory re 
turns. 

We find from the census that in 
1890 there were 9,977 manufacturing 
establishments in the city of Chicago. 
There were 19,203 in 1900, or an in- 
crease of nearly 100 per cent. But the 
average amount of capital to the es- 
tablishment was 20 per cent less in 
1900 than in 1890, which shows that 
plenty of men found chances to invest 
their brains, skill and small capital in 
good enterprises. The trusts do not 
own all those nearly two thousand fac- 
tories in Chicago, nor the majority in 
St. Louls, Cincinnati or Atlanta. 

The truth is that the argument for 
giving varied technical {nstruction to 
the youth of the land was never 
stronger than today. Give them 
knowledge that will stimulate inven- 
tion, the creation of new industries 
and the profitable occupation of all 
those fields of production which are 
naturally elusive of trust control. In 
the south especially, where raw ma- 
terial and large necessities abound, 
there are especially inviting opportu- 
nities for our young men with tech- 
nical education to transform crude re- 
sources into Croesus-like riches. —

Furnishing the Soldiers’ Home. 

‘Elsewhere we print the appeal of 
President W. L. Calhoun, of the Con- 
federate Soldiers’ Home of Georgia, 
setting forth the need of furnishings 
for the rooms of the newly-recon- 
structed home. 

Already a number of patriotic citt- 
zens have promised aid in the line 
needed and we do not doubt that the 
present appeal will cause a sufficiency 
of responses. - The cost of furnishing 
one room adequately and’ properly is 
but $65, and the donation of that sum 
carries the privilege of giving the 
room a memorial designation. Added 
to the gratitude which the gift will 
express is this privilege to honor some 
hero by name in a building conse 
crated to sacred memories of “the lost 
cause.” 

Georgia is too well endowed with 
prosperities and with generous sur- 
vivors and sons of the confederate era 
to ‘permit these old veterans to be- 
come begging Belisariuses on our 
highways. The home itself is proof 
of that, but it must not wait upon 
equipment. As he who gives quickly 
gives twice and he who gives cheerful- 
ly gives royally, we hope but a few 
days will intervene before The Consti- 
tution can announce that the com- 
plete equipment of the rooms at the 
home has been guaranteed. : 


Initials of Municipal Reform. 

The efforts of the American Munic- 
{ipal League to better the conditions 
of administration in our larger cities 
have not obtained the effects that are 
most disirable. Perhaps the work of 
reform is of that nature that a long 
time must elapse before scientific and 
ethical principles of city government 
can supplant the present system of 
partisan and spoils misuse of municti- 
pal functions. Persistency, therefore, 
must be the motto of the league in its 
labors of education for a future refor 
mation that is greatly needed. 

Recent discoveries of boodleism in 
nothern and western cities are stim 
ulating fresh interest in the problem 
of how to get city government in a 
shape that will minimize the power of 
councilmen and other city officials to 
make common merchandise of the peo- 
ple’s rights and properties. Fran- 
chises, contracts and privileges are too 
often traded in for the private profit 
of the official and things that should 
be sources of revenue to the public 
treasury are sold to corporations for a 
price and exploited in a spirit of pure 
plunder of the common people. 

It is easy enough to say that only 
honest men should be elected to mu- 
nicipal offices, but who would have 
questioned the honesty of most of 
those officials who have since been 
found derelict and debauched? Doubt- 
less the people believed they were 
electing horiest men when those since- 
developed rascals were chosen. It 
would be most discouraging, indeed, to 
believe that the masses of Cleveland, 


St. Louls and Minneapolis deliberately 


elected known thieves for councilmen. 


The main obstruction to municipal 


good government is in the party ad- 
ministration of. it. The greatest re- 
form needed in American cities is the 
divorcement of city government from 
partisan. politics and the placing of it 
upon the plane of a purely businéss 
transaction. The successful career of 
Atlanta as a municipality is more at- 
tributable to that policy by our people 
than to any other fact in our city’s his- 
tory. 

Yet another reform that is consider- 
ed indispensable is the referendum in 
all matters of bonding and franchise 
letting and the requirement that all 
municipal contracts shall be by public 
auction or sealed proposals. 

Wherever these reforms have been 
instituted there has followed a dis- 
tinct betterment of city administra- 
tion, and itis believed that a campaign 
of education along these lines n al- 
most any city of the union would final- 
ly lead to their adoption and to a rapid 
improvement of municipal conditions 
in every one that may adopt them.

As to Indorsing Local Option. 


Editor Constitution: In the brief note If 
wrote to The Constitution, which was pub- 
lished in the last Sundav’s issue, it was not 
my purpose to discuss any question in the 
platform, but only to call attention to the 
fact that the head lines in The Constitution 
were misleading in saying: ‘Local Option 
law Is Indorsed as Party Policy.’’ and then 
in another place, ‘T.ocal Option Indorsed.’’ I 
still contend that the platform did not 
indorse the general local option law, nor did 
ft indorse any other form or mode of pro- 
hibition In force in the state to the exclu- 
sion of another. It did indorse ‘‘our present 
legislation upon this subject.”’ 

That is, it indorsed prohfbition tn all the 
various ways in which prohibition was ob- 
tained, but no particular “form’’ or ‘‘mode” 
was given precedence. How The Constitution 
can contend that indorsing ‘‘our present legis- 
Jation upon this subject’? is indorsing the 
general local option law, I'am at a loss to un- 
derstand, when there are five or more ways 
in which this prohibition legislation was ob- 
tained and the number of counties that ob- 
tained ‘prohibition under the general local op- 
tion law were only 3! out of 109 counties. 
Now the question might arise, should 31 
counties that have prohibition under the gen- 
¢ral local option law commit the 137 cotin- 
ties to that line of legislation? Is that democ- 
racy? To ask these questions is to answer 
them in the negative. 

The Constitution asks the question:' What 
is ‘‘our present legislation on the subject of 
the liquor traffic?’’ and then says: ‘We 
have a general local option statute under 
which any county in Georgia may, upon the 
petition of one-tenth of the qualified voters, 
hold an election and prohibit the sale of 
liquor if a majority of the voters so cast 
their ballots.’’ 

That is local option pure and. simple, ¢he 
people can vote one way or the other. It takes 
just that to make it local option. But there is 
no option in the other. modes by which pro- 
hibition was obtained, and which was also 
indorsed by the platform generally, but not 
in any particular form. In others words, ‘‘our 
present légisiation on the subject’’ simply 
means all and not a part of our present leg- 
islation. Indeed, ‘‘our present legislation’’ 
might even more properly mean legislation 
without local option as 'we have more coun- 
ties which have prohibition under other laws 


it is begging the question to say that if a rep- 
resentative took ‘‘the bull by the horns’’ amd 
passed a law by direct act of the legislature or 
passed a high license law in the same way 
for the county he represented, that that was 
under the general jocal option law. Then why 
call it local option when there is no voting 
one way or the other? But The Constitution 
thinks that the oonvention was conservative 
in dealing with the liquor traffic. I think it 
was conservative also, especially so when 
it did not indorse any one form of prohibi- 
tions to the exclusion of any other, but 
spoke of it al] as ‘‘our present legisiation.,’’ 
I am aware that The Constitution was in 
favor of indorsing the general local option 
law before the convention met, and that other 
papers opposed it. I am also aware that our 
next governor was opposed to having the 
convention indorse the general local option 
law, and I am very sure that his influence 
more than any ome else kept the convention 
from indorsing it and making it a plank in 
the platform And. when the convention ad- 
journed I had the honor to congratulate the 
next governor upon this happy turn of affairs 
in keeping down any controversy on this line 
in the convention. 

Now, I think it would have been very un- 
wise for the convention to have sald that it 
indorsed the general local option law to the 
exclusion of all other legislation, so much s0 
that tt would have been promptly voted down 
in the convention when the platform was 
read, I mean that plank of the platform. ®e- 
sides if they did mean to indorse that law, 
why did the platform not so declare in go 
many words? I could give many reasons 
why the convention ought not to have in- 
dorsed local option; also I could give many 
reasons showing conclusively that in the se- 
lection of the candidate for governor in the 
primary the people did not indorse the general 
local option law, but I am ~not discussing 
that question at present, as that is not the 
direct issue under consideration, but I con- 
tend that the convention in indorsing ‘‘our 
present legisiation’’ did not thereby indorse 
the general local option law to the exclu- 
sion of all others, but only give all the pro 
hibitory liquor laws a general indorsement.

Uniess all signs fail Sheriff John ad 
Nelms, of Fulton county, will be elected 
president of the County Officers’ Asso- 
ciation of Georgia during the morning 
session of the corwention today. Friends 
of Dr. Nelms stated last night that his 
name would be presented when nomina- 
tions were called for, and the fact that 
he is a warm personal friend of so many 
delegates to the convention practically 
assures his election. 

It is also altogether probable that 
Judge C. M. Wiley, of Bibb, will be se- 
lected as first vice president. Judge 
Wiley was presiding officer of the Asso- 
lation of Ordinaries of the state, which 
body was consolidated with the associa- 
tion of sheriffs, clerks, chiefs of police, 
marshals and solicitors yesterday. Both 
associations held conventicns at the cap- 
Itol yeterday morning and the most im- 
portant matter disposed of was the merg- 
ing of the two organizations. 

The idea of consolidation was brought 
forward during the convention of the 
sheriffs and clerks last summer at Co- 
fumbus, and it was generally understood 
that the suggestion would take a more 
definite "form this year. It seemed to be 
the opinion of a majority of the members 
of both associations that more effective 
work could be accomplished as one body, 
and the merger suggestion, therefore, met 
with considerable favor on all sides. Of 
sourse, there were details to be consid- 
ered before the actual consolidation took 
place and these were settled to the entire 
satisfaction of every one yesterday morn- 


ing. 
Name Is Changed. 

The ordinaries were formally invited 
to join the association of shegifts and 
clerks and they announced a willingness 
to do so provided the name of the or- 
ganization was changed to the County 
Officers’ “Association of Georgia. This 
suggestion was adopted instanter by the 
sheriffs and clerks and the change took 
place at once. When acquainted with 
the action taken the ordfnaries adjourned 


giné die ‘and marched into the conven- | 


tion hall of the new association, where 
they were received as members. Very 
little business of any consequence was 
transacted after that, and adjournment 
was taken until this morning. 

‘At $:30 o'clock the final business ses- 
gion of the convention will be called to 
order in the hall of the house of. repre- 
sentatives by Second Vice President Ar- 
nold Broyles, of Fulton county, who, in 
the absence of President Wiley Williams, 
of Columbus, and First Vice President A. 
J. Conoly, of Quitman, presided during 
the meeting of the association of sher- 
iffs and clerks yesterday. Mr. Broyles 
was prominently mentioned yesterday as 
a possibility for president’s place, but 
he announced that he would not be in 
the race because of the candidacy of 
Sheriff Nelms, whose warm personal 
friend he is. As soon as officers have 
been selected the place of meeting next 
summer will be determined and the con- 
vention will then be declared at an end. 

It ts understood that €. A. Powell, 
of Oglethorpe, will be nominated to suc- 
ceed himself as secretary and treasurer 
and the indications are that he will be 
elected without opposition. Mr. Powell 
has done much effective work for the 
association and many of the members 
expressed themselves yesterday as favor- 
ing his reelection.

Solicitor Black Talks. 

The next speaker introduced was So- 
licitor E. R. Black, of the city court of 
Atlanta. In presenting him Mr. Broyles 
paid the solicitor a high tribute, which 
Mr. Black turned into a witticism at the 
expense fo the presiding officer. Solicitor 
Black in’ welcoming the members to At- 
lanta said: 

“I am a countryman and I meet my 
friends at the gate with the right hand of 
fellowship and I put the left arm of 
brotherly love about their shoulders. 
That is the way I want to meet you, 
because you are all my friends.”’ 

Referring to the suggestion of electing 
all county officers for four years Mr. 
Black said he favored the plan. He could 
see no good reason why sheriffs and 
clerks should not have long terms like 
ordinaries and solicitors. The solicitor 
touched upon the present fee system in 
the following forcefu] language: 

“The fee system is something that we 
county officers usually dodge. I will 
never dodge it. I think the system is 
right. Under this system the records will 
show that the county officers have given 
their counties the best work that was in 
them. There are some ‘jimflingers’ who 
fight us on this line, but they are the kind 
that usually think with their mouths and 
talk at both ends.”’ 

Mr. Black was vigorously applauded: 

A resolution by Sheriff Nelms inviting 
the ordinaries’ association to consolidate 
with the sheriffs and clerks was unani- 
mously adopted and a committee was ap- 
pointed to acquaint the ordinaries with 
the action taken. Upon motion of Deputy 
Clerk T. H. Jeffries, of Fulton county, a 
committee of five was named to meet a 
similar committee from the ordinaries to 
agree upon the terms of admission of 
members. These committees arranged the 
details of the merger and after the first 
report the name of the sheriffs’ and 
clerks’ association was changed. 

While the committee was out Hon. C. 
H. Brand, of Lawrenceville, solicitor gen- 
eral of the northwestern circuit, made a 
brief speech in which he suggested that 
legislation be secured so that when one 
county rented its convicts out to another 
county the amount of the _ first year’s 
rental should go toward paying witness 
fees and costs of the court in which the 
prisoners were convicted. He made no 
motion, but asked the members to think 
over his suggestion. 

The Ordinaries Meet. 

At 10:30 o’clock yesterday morning the 
association of ordinaries was called to or- 
der by President C. M. Wiley, of Bibb 
county. Twenty-six memberg answered 
to their names. Judge Newman, of Wash- 
ington co.nty, reported that since the 
last meeting only one ordinary had died 
in Georgia, and he had not been a mem- 
ber of the association. 

Judge Wilkinson, of Fulton, brought up 
the matter of affiliating with the associa- 
tion of sheriffs and clerks. Judge J. E. 
Butler, of Wilkinson county, stated he 
understoog that the invitation which had 
been extended by the other organtzation 
had been withdrawn. In that case, he 
said, he thought there was -e«othing be- 
fore the body looking to u merger of tn- 
terests. Later it was ascertained that the 
invitation had not been withdrawn, but, 
according to a rule of the association, 
had remained on the table until this year.

ORECASTER MARBURY thinks it 
F quite possible that today or tomor- 

row will mark the last of the period 
of extremely hot weather from which the 
citizens of Atlanta have suffered for the 
past several weeks. 

The barometric conditions have becn 
such that for several days winds have 
been blowing from the west across’ the 
arid deserts of Arizona and over the 
heated plains of Texas and the Mississippi 
valley. 

These winds have, of course, been hot 
and dry. They have heated this part of 
the country and have taken up every 
available particle of moisture. The re- 
sult has been the very hot weather which 
Atlanta in common with the entire south 
Atlantic and gulf country has experi- 
enced. 

However, with the development of the 
area of low pressyre in northern Texas 
yesterday morning. there is a_ strong 
probability that the winds will change 
and that for several days they will come

yesterday. The highest point reached by 
the mercury wag %—just 4 degrees bllow 
the city’s highest temperature limit. The 
lowest temperature was 76, the mean 565, 
which ‘is 7 degrees above the norma] tem- 
perat 

However the thunder storm which came 
up during the afternoon tended to clear 
the atmosphere and made the late after- 
noon quite pleasant. This storm was 
purely of a local nature and ig in no 
sense a result of the general atmospheric 
conditions which have brought about the 
period of excessive heat. Forecaster Mar- 
bury says. that copditions are now such 
that loca stormege this nature will in 
all probability be i-  uent.

Train Yesterday Morning. 


HAD STARTED TO HIS WORK

As the presence of the engineer and fire- 
man could not be secured here until to- 
day, Coroner J. R. Stamps postponed the 
inquest until this morning, when it will 
be held at the undertaking parlors. 

The deceased was about % years of age 
and leaves a wife and one child. A par- 
ticularly sad feature of the accident is 
the fact that Mrs. Turner is an invalid 
Her husband had been up all night Tues- 
day night lovingly and tenderly attend- 
ing to her and started to his work yes- 
terday morning without having obtained 
any sleep. 

The arrangements for the funeral have 
not yet been made, but it will occur some 
time today. Mr. Turner had a large num- 
ber of friends who will regret to learn of 
hig tragic death and who offer to the be- 
reaved relatives their deep Sympathy.

IMITATION SAFES. 


Used by Establishments Where Ap- 
pearances Are Necessary. 


Philadelphia North American: Modern 
business conditions have given rise to a 
curious occupation, that of the man who 
sells imitation ‘‘safes.’’ 

Like other occupations, he is most brisk 
in these prosperous times and gains in 
briskness as the times gajn in prosperity. 

Fireproof his safes are not, nor burglar 
proof either, and a sharp hatchet would 
make short work of them, But they serve 
a purpose—they give an air of solidity and 
substance to business establishments 


the real article. 

The safe ‘‘trust’’ cannot reach them, nor 
is there much danger that aught else 
will molest them or make them afraid. 

To explain: The selling of the imitation 
safe supplfes the wants of many estab- 
lishments where appearances are neces- 
sary to take the place of realities. In ex- 
ternal and internal make-up they are 
like the real article,, but, instead of chill- 
ed steel and huge irea bolts, colored and 
polished wood and wooden bolts must 
suffice. Once in place they defy detec- 
tion, unless they become exposed to ac- 
tual touch, or to fire,;-or to some accident 
—which does not often happen, 

There are many of these articles in 
Philadelphia, and in every other large city 
as well. 

Who buys them? 
as lawyer, 


Well, the young and 
the pretentious real 
esta agent,. the showy saloons have 
them by the score, and even offices of 
“sudden” and highly capitalized corpo- 
rations are ornamented with them. 

The imitation safe first suggested itself 
to an inspiring genius from the sight of a 
stage safe in a theater. There a dog 
tied to the safe ran away with the bulky 
object clattering behind him. The genius 
saw a fortune in the stage safe minus 
the dog. Inquiry showed that the articles 
could be constructed cheaply and sold at 
a profit for about a fifth of the cost of 
real eafes. But the selling of them was 
a work of diplomacy, and many a man 
who could sell the real article found him- 
self hopelessly ‘‘stumped” when he under- 
took to sell the imitation. 

The imitation safe is by no meang con- 
temptible to the view, being in ail re- 
srospects like its congener, the real and 

eavy article. Behind a railed partition 
it would deceive an expert, but in getting 
it behind is where the danger lies, for 
prying é¢yes would soon notice that it 
was by no means the solid affair it pur- 
ports to be. 

So it is delivered with all the formality 
that attends the real safe on its travels. 
Great planks guide it to its resting place, 
and huge ropes and blocks and tackle are 
fictitYously strained and tu.\;ed at by real 
workmen in greasy, blue blouses and 
overalls, before it passes from the truck 
to the corner where it is to. stay. All 
this is part of the contract and Its relig- 
iously carried out. 

The safe door is, moreover, beautifully 
gilded with the usual ornamental flour- 
ishes that add so much to the zest of 
the festive burglar when he encounters 
the real safe. 

But the workmen are 
the conspiracy, which 
innocent. The deception is harmless, fir 
neither money ‘nor valuables are long I-¢ft 
in the safe, and as for books, papers -nd 
the like, they remain in these wooden ;on- 
trivanhces only

FOR NATIONAL GOSPEL ARMY 


AST year during the religious con- 
g ference season at the Pan-American 

exposition in Buffalo a number of 
the leaders of evangelist endeavor in this 
country consulted over ways and means 
to organize a xtend that order of gos- 
pel work. The burden of most of the 
addresses delivered in ‘“‘Tent Evangelist” 
by the most prominent .clergymen of the 
nation was that some forward movement 


. im evangelistic methods and activities is 


@n urgent need of American Christiani- 
ty. 

It was agreed that little more can be 
dione beyond regular church methods ai- 
ready in practice to bring the masses to 
the gospel, but what the times demand 
ls some aggressive way to bring the gos- 
“pel to the masses. It was also agreed 
‘that the denominational organizations find 
Kt difficult to convert their regular agen- 
ties into the sort of machinery that pop- 
ular gospel crusading would require. 
Slany ministers do not feel fitted or in- 
clined to undertake the unconventional 
work of such an enterprise. 

After considering the matter the plan 
that was most popular with the conferees 
Was a form of quasi-military organization 
that would have the name, discipline, 
systematic organization and enthusiasm 
of an army. The plan of such an organi- 
zation was worked out and approved and 
a future time was to be designated for 
the formal organization of the move- 
ment. In the meantime, however, Dr. 
“Talmage has died, another who was in- 
terested in the organization work was call- 
ed to service in a foreign country and the 
third has become identified with an edu- 
gational work that prevents him from 
gerving as he had purposed. So that the 
Miatter has since résted in the keeping 
of. Rev. Sam Small, of this city, who 
bad been provisionally appointed chapidin 
general and chief organizer of the move- 
ment. 

The National Gospel Army. 

The name chosen was the National 
Gospel Army and,the headquarters were 
to have been established in Washington 
city. The organization does not purpose 
to do the same work that is done by the 
Salvation Army. It is a purely evangelist- 
ic enterprise in which ministers and lay- 
gen of all Christian denominations may 
become enrolled and give such service as 
they will volunteer in aid of the prime 
purpose of the army. 

Companies of the army may be formed 
and officered within the membership of 
g@ny church and devote their labor to the 
work of revival in the church and in 
fits behalf in all public efforts having the 
Banction of the army regulations. 

The‘ membership is confined to men and 

ouths only. No provision is made for the 
use of women’s service, except in certain 
special services where they may assist 
fn the singing and evangelistic work of 


' the occasion.

REPAIRS ARE TO BE MADE. 


Falling Plaster at Court House 
Causes Investigation by Com- 
mittee of County Board. 
Cracks, large and small, in the cell- 
ings and walls, and falling plaster’ in 
many of the rooms in the new court 
house caused an investigation of the 
building yesterday by the public build- 
ings committee of the board of county 
commissioners. AS a result the matter 
has been referred to Grant Wilkins, the 
architect, who prepared the plans for the 
court house. Mr. Wilkins, it is expect- 
ed, will confer with (Messrs. Gude & 
Walker, the contraotors, without delay, 
and it is probable’ that the necessary 
repairs will be unfertaken by the con- 
tractors before thé next term of court 

opens. 2 

The new court house was completed 
and turned over to the county about a 
year ago.. Recently the natural settling 
of the building has produced cracks in 
the walls and ceilings in many of the 
rooms and in some instances large 
squares of plaster have fallen. During 
the investigation yesterday Captain 
Clifford L. Anderson, chairman of the 
committee, explained that he understood 
tha* the plaster used in the ceilings and 
walls was devoid of hair. He said he 
heard that a fibrous substance—a new 
discovery—was used as a substitute and 
that the lime had eaten it up. This, he 
thought, was the cause of the trouble, 
Hair is mixed with the plaster to make 
it hold together. 

In severa] places the contractors have 
made repairs by putting on new plaster, 
but this has,.in one or two instanées, 
suffered the same fate as the original 
plaster. The members of the committee 
of the county board.are a unit in agree- 
ing that permanent repairs be made with- 
out delay.

Rountree Talks of Primary. 

While eating lungh in Atlanta yester- 
day, and in the intervals between answer- 
ing the numerous questions fired at him 
by various members of the party, Mr. 
Rountree spoke interestingly of the figh* 
in Alabama over the proposition to adopt 
a white primary law similar to that of 
other southern states. He said the peo- 
ple generally recognize the necessity for 
some such plan whereby the two factions 
of the state could fight out their differ- 
ences without having to take into consid- 
eration the negro vote. He said: 

“The democratic ‘state executive com- 
mittee is in session today at Montgomery 
and it-is expected that they will adopt the 
primary system holding elections. 
Even if they do, héwever, the maximum 
amount of good will not be experienced 
until four years from now. Under the 
new constitution the governor and state 
house officers and members of the legis- 
lature are elected for four years. Of 
course it is to be expected that some 
corruption will creep in until our gen- 
eral assembly shall enact the primary 
plan into a law and provide penalties for 
its enforcement. A majority of the white 
people of the state are in favor of this 
system and it is expected to prove a great 
advancement over the present method of 
holding elections in eur state.”
